The Department of Environmental Protection is currently evaluating an application for a 

Temporary Noise Waiver as allowed under the Montgomery County Noise Control 

Ordinance, Chapter 31B, Section 11(a).   

 

A Temporary Noise Waiver is being requested by Purple Line Transit Constructors, 8555 

16th St., Suite 601, Silver Spring, Maryland, for work related to the forming and 

construction of retaining walls at the Lyttonsville Place Bridge as part of the Purple Line 

transit project.  The applicant is requesting to work expanded shift hours, which will 

allow the work to meet the Maryland Transit Authority mandated schedule for delivery of 

the new Lyttonsville Place bridge. The work is scheduled to begin in early July 2018 and 

is expected to last through the end of September 2018.  The anticipated work hours will 

be Monday – Saturday 6:00 a.m. to 11:00 p.m.
